Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant called to assert that limitations present in the last two 
paragraphs of claim 1 where not addressed in the Office Action mailed on September 28, 2005 and where not shown 
or found in the Ward or Girardin reference. The limitations are "wherein the first and second belt segments extend 
from the chest panel and are positionable about the torso of the juvenile and the second bar; and wherein the second 
ends of the first and second belt segments are selectively attachable to each another (for the purposes of examination, 
the examiner treated the claimed as though "another" was "other"). Upon cursory review of the claim, the references 
(Ward and Girardin) and the Office Action, the examiner found that the limitations were clearly addressed in the 35 
U.S.C.103 (a) section of the Office Action where Ward ('613) was relied upon as the base reference. The examiner 
also pointed out that Ward ('613) clearly taught a belt positionable around the torso of a juvenile and a second bar (as 
shown in Figures 8 and clearly described in column 5, lines 63-68 and column 6, lines 1-3). The applicant argued that 
his second bar was different from what is taught by the prior art. The examiner disagreed because the teachings in 
Ward at the last line of column 5 and the first three lines of column 6 clearly anticipate the use of a belt on a shopping 
cart and "threaded through the bars of the cart". Ward also clearly show ends of the belt attachable to each other, as 
shown in Figures 8 and 10. The examiner also directed applicant to Figures 3 and 4 that show strap ends attached to 
the respective strap. Girardin ('334) clearly teaches a chest strap.a chest panel, a crotch strap and an adjustable belt, 
as spelled out in the Office Action mailed on 9/28/05. In the Office Action the examiner referenced cross strap (27 in 
Figure 1) a chest panel and a belt (36 and 9 in Figures 3 and 6). The examiner encouraged the applicant to carefully 
read the Office Action and reference before formally responding. The examiner also encouraged the applicant to make 
future responses in writing so that his arguments are made of record in the application. 
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
